This confidence would bo 
necessary to enable me to put an end 
to the war, which has already been 
virtually concluded from our lines at 
Jucaro to Cape Antonio.” 
Senor Sagasta replied : 
“ I thank von for your explanation 
aud value your frankness, 
I wish to 
assure you that the government recog­ 
nizes yoni' services and values them as 
they deserve, but it thinks a change 
of policy, in order to succeed, requires 
that the authorities should he as qpe 
with the ministry.

ment, for the Liberals have always said 
that the responsibility for a given pol­ 
icy does not fall upon those who carry 
it out, but upon the government inspir­ 
ing it.

The Machine 1 « Called a Ro o k W riter— 
Ho w It I» Ad^UHted to Use o n Bo und 
Vo lume» —Cpper and Lo wer Cam Let­ 
ter* Used at Will. 


A machine for book writing has just 
been completed by Crawford Elliott and 
W. P. Hatcli, inv entors, of New’ Y'ork , 
which emlxidies many miique features, 
and a comparison of the new dev ice 
with typewriters not adapted for book 
work is interesting. 
In designing the book w’riter its mak ­ 
ers hav e, wherev er possible, a<iherod to 
the principles of construction employed 
by manufaiitiirers of other first ciass 
v ^ewriters adapted for writing on Ipose 
pages. The k eyboard is small and com­ 
pact and is k now n as the univ ersal, the 
arrangement of the letters being the 
same as that on most standard type- 
writera 'There are 44 celluloid k eys, 
W'hich together represent 80 chara<*ters. 
’The type bask et, iu which the tv jie is 
arrangixl in cinmlar fonn, is b« *ncath 
the fingers of the k eys, and is in full 
v iew' of the operator. 
When a k ey is 
depr<*ssed, the character attachini to it 
is forcixl downward on to the ijaper, and 
is brought back again by a stetd spring 
connected with the type bar. 
The fin­ 
gers of the k eys which lead to the tyjie 
bars are also steel. The book to 1m* w rit- 
ten in is oik iumI and pla/‘<*d uj>on a table 
underneath the maehine, which is then 
adjusted to the desin?<i height, its po.si- 
tion dejM'iiding entirely ujion the Ixmk ’s 
thick ness. 
A part of the book writer which U 
v ery eouspicuous and which suggests its 
spec'ial adajitability is a long and bn » ad 
platen at the iKittuni, on which e^ich 
page of the Ijoek rests while the nia- 
chiiie is iu o}HTation. 
The platen is 
hingisl at the back and is raisid and 
low ered to iw:commo« lato a new page. 
YVJien a leaf is turned ov er on to the 
platen, a metal frame, also hinged at 
the back , is brought down upon the i>u- 
per and hold.s it securtjly in place. Then 
the carriage is lowered and the operator 
proceeds the same as on any other type­ 
writer. 
Hitherto inv entors found difficulty in 
obtaining both upper and lower case let­ 
ters on a book typewriter without hav ­ 
ing a double k eyboard, which was ob­ 
jectionable. The idea of nsing a s^>e<>ia1 
or shift k ey for that purpose, the same 
as is done on sev eral ordinary typewrit­ 
ers, seemed impracticable. On the new 
machine, howev er, the change from 
small to large letters, at v ice v ersa, is 
readily accompliihed, and a shift k ey is 


the m**« lium employed, 
^heii tnat k ey 
is .struck , a metal disk , situat« Hi iu th« 
top and center of the f\qK» bask et, and 
about an inch and a half in diameter, 
is depres.s<*<l. With the disk in that ¡xe 
sitioii each tyix* that is struck eomes in 
contact with it, and, without notice­ 
ably clns’k ing the mov ement of the ty|H‘ 
bar, the low'er cas« ) letter is instantly 
displactsl and an upper case letb*r .sub- 
KtitiittHl. ()n releasing the k eys the let­ 
ters resume their former place.s auto- 
niatieully. 
A si^rious stumbling block iu the way 
of mak ing a iiraetieal IsMik tyyn'writer 
was the supposition that while the w rit­ 
ing is Innng <ione the inac’hiue itself 
should remain stationary as do other 
typew riters, and the paper to be writ- 
h*n on should mov e. And that methtxl 
has, to some extent, prov ed suceessful 
as applied to IxKik typewriters, when 
imall and light iKxik s were iuHCirttsl, 
but large sizeil Ixxik s were found to lie 
t(K) cumWsome to mov e freely and bad 
work resulted. 
In the new typeiwritiu 
the order of things is rev ersixl, and, in- 
8t«>a<i of the iMqx’r Ix'ing mov ed to a<v 
eommodate the ¡xisition of the mac hine, 
the mac’hine itself mov es to suit the jxi- 
sitiou of the j)aiM*r. An oix^rator, there­ 
fore, while manipulating the k eys, finds 
bis k eyboard trav eling comstuiitly from 
left 
right, and at the eud of a line he 
draws the whole mef’haiii.sm bac'k to 
the lH‘ginning of tlie scale for another 
trii> acrov ss tin* page. 
As the writing 
continues the iiaichiiie i.s lik ew ise rnov csl 
downw ard f» n the page until the bottom 
is r**ucln>d, w’hen it is i*ai.sc*d and throw n 
back to adioit another sheet. 
Spiu iiig lH*tw(*en lines is done in a 
maimer (iuiie new' to tin* av erage oiM*ra- 
tor. At the right hand side of the tyixi- 
WTitc*r are two metallic projections and 
by pressing these* together with the 
thumb and forefinger the niu(;hine may 
be niov **d the w idth of a single liin* or 
carricid down the ]>age as far as it is de­ 
sired. 
To mov e the carriage from side 
to hide w hen not writing it is ins'c ssary 
to deprciSh a small h;v <*r at the npjMT 
right hand edge of the tyixi bask » *t. 
Near that lev er is a hard rubbc’r k nob, 
which may Us graspeil to assi.st in draw­ 
ing the carriage back to the starting 
point. Spacing between words is done 
by strik ing a space bar directly in front 
of the k eyboard. The types are ink ed 
by a ribbon, the work ing of which is 
v ery similar to the riblxm mov ement of 
other tyjxi writer s.

A machine for book w riting has just 
been completed by Crawford Elliott and

E d ito r News Review —We like the 
street railway, and are glad we have a 
line connecting East 
Liverpool and 
Wellsville, but we earnestly hope the 
powers that be will instruct the em­ 
ployes of the company to put an end, not 
temporarily, but now* and forever, to the 
detestable, disgusting habit of spitting in 
the cars. 
Perhaps spitting would not be st) bad 
in itself were it not for the fact that 
those who spit usually use tobacco to ex­ 
cite their salivary glands, and the result 
falls little short of being sickening.

a most disagreeable odor. This, however, 
was not the worst evil. Every lady w’ho 
left that car won compelled to drag her 
skirts through the filthy fluid, or raise 
them to a height which the dictates of 
modesty forbid. 
To this spitting I object, and I be­ 
lieve every woman iii East Liverpool 
and Wellsville joins me in objecting.

To pic. — Enduring hardship for C hrist’* 
a*k#*.~~Heb. xii, |-18. 
(A mi^aionary topic.) 
“ Go ye into all the world and preach 
the gospel to every creature." This was 
the command of Christ to His disciples. 
But He knew that obedience to this 
command would mean toil and hard­ 
ship and suffering, for He added for 
their encouragement, "And, lo, I ani 
With you alway, even unto the end of 
the w orld.” The disciples of Christ 
have found that Christ’s prediction was 
true. 
Preaching the gospel to every 
rreature does necessitate suffering aud 
hardship. 
This is true not only in the 
jungles of Africa, but also in the heart 
of America. 
No one ever preached 
Christ without having to endure hard­ 
ship for Christ’s sake. 
The writer of Hebrews gives us in 
the passage before us three encourage­ 
ments for enduring hardship for Christ’* I 
sake. 
I. The example of others encourages 
us. 
The first verse says that since we 
are surrounded by a great cloud of w it­ 
nesses we should run our race, do our 
duty, with patience. 
The apostle doea 
not mean that. in heaven a vast cloud of 
witnesses is looking upon us, interested 
in our life struggles. 
In the preceding 
chapter he has named a long list of 
worthies who through faith in spite of 
hardships and sufferings almost unen­ 
durable obtained a good report, were 
faithful to God 
aud did Hi* work. 
These are the witnesses referred to. 
i They witnessed /or God iii spite of 
bardship. Their example should inspire 
us to do the same. And when we turn 
from suered history to secular biography 
and history and learn what noble men 
and women have endured and are en 
during for Christ’s sake on mission 
fields, what an inspiration it should be 
to us to endure hardship for Christ's 
sake. 
2. The example of Christ should en 
conrage us to endure hardship for His 
sake. "Looking unto Jesus * * * who 
endured the cross, despising the shame." 
"Consider Him that endured such con­ 
tradiction of sinners against Himself lest 
ye be wearied and faint in your minds. 
Ye have not resisted unto blood striving 
against sin." In comparison to the 
hardships Christ endured ours are noth- I 
ing. 
He had to resist sin unto death. 
We are not dying as martyrs today. F i­ 
delity no longer means death. For our 
sakes Christ died. For Christ’s sake we 
should he willing to meet bravely and 
cheerfully what hardships come to us. 
8. The purpose and the result of 
bardship should encourage us to endure. 
In the hardships of life it is God as a 
father chastening os for our good. Why 
then should we rebel against God? Why 
should we become discouraged? "Let us 
not be weary in well doing." There is 
no crown without a cross.
